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EAST VICTORY 
WON IN FIGHT 
UNTIGH PRICES 


In Many Cites There Has Been 
a Drop in Quotations on 
Food Products 


BUTTER, EGGS AND MEAT 
ARE QUOTED MUCH LOWER 


Fall in Prices Ascribed to the 
Greatly Decreased Consump- 
tion Which Has Followed 
Boycott Instituted Against 
Increased Cost of Living. 
Boycott Still Spreading. 


Chicago, January 25.—Agitators 
against the high cost of living gained 
their first victory here in their battle 
against prevailing food prices yesterday, 
when reductions of 3 to 5 per cent 
were announced in the wholesale prices 
of eggs, butter, potatoes, pork products 
and the better grades of dressed beef 
cuts. 

Big recessions also were made in 
the value of live hogs, cattle and sheep 
and in the quotations on wheat. corn, 
oats and provisions on the speculative 
markets. 

Of chief benefit 
were the declines 
dropped from 32

butter, which 
cents a pound whole- 
and in eggs, which 
receded 33 cents a dozen, as com- 
pare@ with 34 cents last week. The 
Kilgin butter market recorded a big 
slump. Butter men who had been bid- 
ding as high as $8 cents registered 
bids of but 80 cents, and received of- 
ferings at this price. The deals practi- 
cally decided the price. 

Three reasons were given in FEilgin 
as the cause of the decrease—the agi- 
tation against, the high price of food- 
stucs—a break in the corner on but- 
ter. held by a butter company of Au- 
rora, and the decline 
since the holidays. 

In the Chicago wholesale 
potatoes went down to 35 and 
a bushel against an extreme 
s2 cents on Saturday. 

VILK, EGGS, BUTTER, MEAT 
ARE FALLING IN NEW YORK 

New York, January 25.—Milik, eggs 
and butter led the procession of reced- 
ing prices in food products here today. 
Nation-wide agitation, aided by potent 
local influences, have brought about 
the drop. 

Meat, too, is on the decline, follow- 
ing a greatly decreased consumption. 
State anti-monopoly laws are to be in- 
voked in the movement to combat the 
trusts that have advanced food prices. 
Today a spectal grand jury, whose par- 
ticular office it will be to consider the 
effect of combination among dealers in 
foodstuffs. was sworn in. While it is 
expected first to deal with the al- 
leged milk combine, the meat questton 
is likely to be investigated thoroughly, 
and possibly the whole scope of the 
food situation will be taken in during 
its probing. 

Milk is down a cent a quart already 
on at least two big dealers’ routes; but- 
ter in the best qualities has been cut 
5 cents a pound, and egs are off 5 cents 
a dozen in local markets. Storage 
eggs that have been selling as “‘strict- 
ly fresh” at high prices are no longer 
put as such, the big wholesalers say. 

Weather conditions were none too 
propitious for the Union Square mass 
meeting in protest against high food 
prices, but a great outpouring, never- 
theless, was expected. 

PRICES OF LEADING PRODUCTS 
HAVE DOUBLED AND TRIPLED 

Chicago, January 25.—Roger W. 
Rabson, of Boston, in an address be- 
fore the Chicago Advertisers’ Associ- 
ation yesterday, declared that prices 
in one hundred leading commodities 
have doubled or tripled since the time 
of the Chicago world’s fair. He gave 
these six reasons as the causes: 

Trusts. 

Tariff. 

Over production of gold. 

Over spending—-waste from buying 
more than is needed. 

Wholesale desertion of the farms for 
the city. 

Great increase in money 
luxury. 

Two prime causes. Mr. Babson de- 
clared, tre over spending and too great 
a ste for luxuries. 

” Butter Drops at Louisville. 

Louisville, Ky., January 25.—When 
-Toenisville awoke this morning it was 
to be pleasantly greeted with the an- 
neuncemeng that butter prices had de- 
ereased 6 eents per pound during the 
“ight. This reduction wes made fol- 
lowing the action of the board of trade 
at Elgin yesterday. Louisville re- 
tallers could giye no reason for the 
decline other than the agitation 
against high prices and the pledges 
being signed in,many centers to ejim- 
inate butter from the diet while the 
price remains at a high level. 

Meat Dreps at Cleveland. 

Cleveland, Ohio, January 25.—An- 
other reduction on live stock was quot- 
ed here today, the amount being 10 
cents per hundred pounds. There 
has been no lowering of the retail 
price, however. 

Meat Strike in Boston. 

Boston, January 25.—A “meat strike’ 
in Boston is the alternative which the 
Boston consumers’ protest committee 
appointed at a mass meeting in Faneuil 
hall.on Saturday recommended today, 
if the co with the whole and 
retail medk déalers tomorrow is not 
productive of lower prices.

Washington, January 25.—A new and 
somewhat sensational factor appear- 
ed suddenly today to add*intensity to 
the already sufficiently excited situ- 
ation over the Alaska@ coal lands, on 
the eve of the Ballinger-Pinchot in- 
vestigation, which largely comcerns 
that question. 

John E. Ballaine, of Seattle, said 
to be the largest individual property 
owner in Alaska, made a proposition 
in writing to the senate committee 
on territories, of which Senator Bev- 
eridge, of Indiana, is chairman, offer- 
ing to the government a royalty of 60 
ton on coal mined, for the 
lease of 5,000 acres of some of the 
choicest coal lands in Alaska, in the 
Katalla and Matanuska districts. 

Millions fer Government. 

Such a tonnage royaity would net 
the government, Mr. Bellaine claims, 
amounts as high as $2,000,000 per hun- 
dred acres. 

This proposal contemplated a radi- 
cal departure from past practices -in 
the government's disposal of the Alas- 
ka coal lands, and it comes avowedly 
to do battle with any proposition, em- 
bodied in a bill which has been pre- 
pared, but not yet introduced, design- 
ed to permit the sq@je or lease of oigead 
lands at a rate of $70 per acre.

Royalty Would Total 850,000,000. 

This company would pay the United 
States and Alaska a royalty of 50 cents 
a ton for the coal as mined. Mr. Bal- 
laine states in his proposal that veins 
averaging a total thickness of twenty 
feet would yield, according to standard 
measurements a total in exéess of 100.- 
000,000 tons from the 5,000 acres, mak- 
ing a royalty of $50,000,000\ for this 
comparatively small area.

January 25.—The floods have 
disas@er to a large part of 
France. The Seine is now a raging 
torrent, and rising at the rate of more 
than half an inch an-hour. As it furi- 
ously rushes seaward it the 
message of increasthe misery and de- 
struction. The official estimate tonight 
is that the Seine will be at least 15 
inches higher by tomorrow afternoon.

The victims of the flood number more 
than a hundred thousand, and the mon-

loss is incalculable. Thousands 
are hopelessly ruined and are 
ficeing to Paris. The government, by 
urgent measures, has requisitioned 
army and navy material to house the 
sufferers, and boats for the rescue of 
the stricken, as well as impris- 
oned in the houses in the flood centers 
on all sides of Paris. 
Scores of Villages Submerged. 

The region of inundation is steadily 
enlarging, and villages, source of 
places, are completely submerged, the 
people fleeing for their lives and aban- 
doning everything. In many cases the 
soldiers have been obliged to use force 
in compelling the inhabitants to evac- 
uate their homes. Hundreds of them 
refused to leave, clamoring cnily for 
food and water.

Giese spent last evening with Mrs. 
Sommers, and they had a bottle of 
champagne at her apartments for sup- 
Giese raised his glass in a toast 
and said laughingly: 

“Take off those diamonds; they are 
so bright they make me dizzy.” 

“They'll be just as bright on the ta- 
ble as on my neck,” protested Mrs. 
Sommers, spreading them out before 
him. 

“That’s true,” admitted Giese; “put 
them in this,” and he drew a small 
chamois bag from an inner pocket and 
tossed it across to her. Mrs. Sommers 
placed the diamonds in the bag and 
laid it on her dressing table. It was 
there this morning, or one like it, but 
the diamonds had gone. In some way 
Giese had effected a substitution. 

' At the discovery of her. logs, she

Baby Falls Into Pot of 
Boiling Water.

Room Is Packed. 

When Mayor Pro Tem. Pomeroy 
called the meeting to order the large 
building at the corner of Boulevard 
and Highland avenue was crowded. 
Standing room was at a premium and 
the most representative citizens of 
both colors were present. 

Alderman Pomeroy began his 
with the undisputed statement that 
the present income of the city from 
taxation was inadequate to make anv 
permanent improvements and was 
barely sufficient to care for the ery- 
ing necessities of the city. He point- 
ed out the fact that Atlanta was grow- 
ing rapidly and that there was no city 
in the country of similar size and im- 
portance that had issued so few bonds. 
He followed this statement by citing 
the fact that Atlanta. with its $100.,- 
000,000 of taxable values. had $1.000,- 
000 less in bonds than Memphis, with 
$84.000.000 .worth of taxable values: 
that Nashville, with half of Atlanta's 
taxable values, had $2,000,000 more of 
bonds; that Savannah, with.half of 
the taxable value of Atlanta, had prac- 
tically the same amount of bonds. and 
that Columbus, Ohio, with $90,.000.000 
of taxable values, had $10,000,000 in 
bonds. He continued these citations. 
showing how Atlanta was ahead on 
taxable values and behind on municipal

He concluded his talk 
with the statement that this was no 
ordinary occasion, and the question in- 
volved no ordinary one, but that 
health, happiness and the future pros- 
perity of the city and its citizens were 
at stake. 
Chairman West Presides. 

Alderman Pomeroy was called upon 
to leave the city and turned the meet- 
ing over to Chairman John C. West to 
preside, but not until he had intro- 
duced Representative Walter McEl- 
reath, who mad@ a short but snappy 
speech. Hé handled the subject along 
the line of 4a business proposition, and 
showed how Atlanta, progressive in 
all else, was sadly derelict in the mat- 
ter of municipal equipment, and point- 
ed out the fact that onty through the 
medium of the bond issue could this 
serious defect be corrected. 

Mayor Maddox was introduced to the} 
audience by Mr. McElreath, who left 
to attend the “Bobby Burns” banquet. 

Mayor Maddox began his speech with 
the same gracious and winning man- 
ner that characterized his fight for 
the mayoralty. He stated that he was 
delighted that +his first speech in the 
interest of the bond campaign was to 
be delivered in the fourth ward. He 
eongratulated the ward in being so 
ably represented in the city council 
by Mayor Pro Tem. Pomeroy, and that 
this ward had furnished Walter Mc- 
Flreath to the bond campaign commit- 
tee to preside as its chairman. 

The mayor then latnched into his 

argument, briefly outlining his re- 
cent trip through the west and citing 
the progressive western cities which | 
he visiteg and showing how they had 
tackled and successfully handled the 
bond question. He cited Seatfle, 
which, twenty years ago, had only 165,- 
000 people and which now claimed 
200,000. and only tast year issued 
$1,000,000 for park improvements 
alone. He told of Los Angeles, with 
its issue of $23,000,000 to bring fresh 
water 200 miles into the city: and 
then about Denver issuing~ $2,500,000 
for a civic center. 
_ He declared these cities hada spent 
this money secured from a bond issue 
looking to the future, but that Atlanta 
Was preparing to issue bonds, not with 
a view to the future, but to cope with 
the imperative demands of the pres- 
ent. 

He next took up the waterworks 
situation and showed how that would 
be a paying investment, as it was 
estimated the waterworks improve- 
ments would yield a net income of 10 
per cent on the money spent on im- 
provements. 

The Crematory Plants, 

Then he took up the crematory 
hauls and showed how the erection 
of new crematories would pay for 
themselves in three yedrs. He. open- 
ed the eyes of his audience when he 
detailed his recent visit to Grady hos- 
pitaland told ofthethirty patients be- 
ing cared forinone corridor and added 
that all stated they were being given 
Splendid attention. This institution, 
he stated, was being conducted more 
economically than any in the country, 
for the size of the city supporting it. 
He declared if the Improvements need- 
ed had to.be met by direct taxation, 
if the rate were doubled it would re- 
quire two years, whereas, if it were 
increased only a quarter of one per 
cent it would take twelve years. He 
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said the time for the bond issue wags 
ripe and that those who had studied 
the situation felt sure the bonds 
could now be issued and sold above 
par. He characterized the bond elec- 
tion as the most important thing in 
regard to Atlanta’s development since 
the civil war, and that if the election 
were lost the greatest calamity since 
Sherman built his bonfire here. 

The mayor was roundly applauded 
for this splendid exposittfon of the bond 
situation. 

Attorney Carter followed Mayor 
Maddox and in a strong and sincere 
manner he pointed out the ungent 
necessity for the bond issue and de- 
clared that the campaign button stood 
for ‘Beauty, Purity, Safety, Security” 
all combined, and declared that At- 
lanta citizens who had the welfare of 
Atlanta at heart. could do nothing 
less than wear one, see to it that his 
neighbor wore won and that all came 
to the polls to vote for bonds On elec- 
tion day. 

Fears for the Health. 

Dr. W. L. Gilbert, chairman of the 
city board of health, stated that un- 
less the bonds were carried he did 
not know what the city would do for 
its garbage when the hot weather 
came on now that the area of the city 
had been more than doubled. He de- 
clared that the bonds were a necessity 
to safeguard the health of the city. 

Chairman Quillian, of the bond com- 
mission, closed the meeting by offer- 
ing to answer any questions asked 
about the bond issue. No questions 
were asked. He pointed out the im- 
portance of*having one’s name OFF. 
the registration list if one could not 
be here to vote on February 15 and 
explained how the withdrawal could 
be made. He also showed how the 
registration counted as a vote against 
the bond issue in the event one was 
registered and did not vote at all. 

A vote of thanks was extended 
Wood & Singleton for the use of the 
hall and the meeting adjourned. .

Loss of From 3 to 7 Points and 
Prices Closed Near the Low- 
est---Bears Are Exercising 
Rigid Discrimination Against 
Certain Stocks. 


New York, January 27.—Stocks 
broke from 3 to 7 points this afternoon 
in several of the most active issues, 
with a violenee’'not often exceeded on 
the exchange, @xcept in periods of ‘ab- 
solute demoralizatfon. Marly sales were 
in enormous volume and flooded the 
market from every quarter. 

Some of the “severest losses were in 
Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, Read- 
ing. Amalgamated Copper, United 
States Steel and Consolidated Gas. 
This rush of liquidation was generally 
conceded to be speculative, and Wall 
street, in explanation, professed acute 
anxiety over the characterization it 
was pleased to give of the attitude of 
President Taft and his administration 
toward corporations in general, both 
god and “bad.” 

There was a momentary lull and a 
following rally after the issuance of 
a statement from the white house ex- 
postulating against the sensational in- 
tentions attributed to tht government, 
but at the last, the weakrfess of the 
market again became acute and clos- 
ingg prices were near the lowest. 

At the same time the banks were 
examined a rigid discrimination against 
fome stocks, held as _ collateral for 
loans, which have come under suspicion 
of manipulation. 

The criticism that purely fictitious 
prices have in some instances been es- 
tablished by market pools, and the un- 
savory prominence of the Hocking Coal 
episode, following close upon the scan- 
dal of Rock Island, have made bankers 
s+ nsitive. Stocks and discriminated 
against were severe sufferers. 

Prices of wheat, corn, cotton, oats 
and pork declined at the same time 
with stocks, and one might have imag- 
ined that the community was being 
given practical object,lessons in the 
cost of living. Tota! sales for the day 
reached the unusual figures ‘of 1.617,881 
shares, against 583.786 a year ago.

BUSINESS MEN 


No Trade Fight Is Wanted 
With Germany. 


National Board of Trade, Com- 
posed of Representatives of 
All Commercial Bodies of 
United States, Urges Govern- 
ment to Come to Agreement. 


Washington, January 25.—Alarmed 
by the critica] turn in the tariff con- 
troversy between the United States and 
Germany. appeals from the chambers 
of commerce and boards of trade of 
several cities were made to' the Nation- 
al Board of Trade, in session here to- 
day, urging that body to recommend to 
the government that the state depart- 
ment recede from its position that 
American beef and cattle must be ad- 
mitted to Germany, if the trade be- 
tween the two nations representing 
$380,000,000 a year to American busi- 
ness houses, is not to be subjected to 
the effects of a tariff war. 

Condition Most Grave. 

Resolutions presented to the nation- 
al body maintain there can be no ad- 


vantage in insisting on a German mar- 
ket for American beer because the 
home consumption ds increasing at 
such a rate asto soon command all the 
supply, and in support of this, it is 
cited that American cattle experts 
have decreased by the millions. 

It is pointed out that the agrarian 
party tn control of the reichstag has 
stood for the principle that the farm- 
ers of Germany must supply its beef, 
and that the imperial government 
could not admit the American product 
if it would. 

A commission to settle the dispute 
is suggested, and President La Lanne, 
of the National Board of Trade, sound- 
ing the note of alarm in his annual ad- 
dress, spoke on the condition as most 
grave, in fact, threatening a great por- 
tion of the mercantile interests of the 
United States. 

The last negotiations by the state 
department leave the néxt move up 
to Germany. If this government in- 
Sists that wWeef and cattle shall be ad- 
mitted and the German emperor de- 
clines to yield, as it is said he must, 
the inevitable is’ seen in Germany be- 
ing excluded from those nations which 
will enjoy the minitmum tariff provi- 
Sions of the Payne law, which goes 
into effect on April 1. That, the 
mercantile interests fear, is tanta- 
mount to a tariff war. 

High Cost of Living.

When 
the bank opened there was a crush 
about the paying tellers’ windows, 
which soon increased to such an ex- 
tent that it was necessary to convert 
bockkeepers and receiving tellers’ 
cages into paying tellers’ compart- 
ments.

Dozier, a country banker of Flovilla, Ga. 

Mr. Dozier is unqualifiedly correct in stating that the country bank 
is one ‘of: the greatest factors in the prosperity of the farmer, and his 
saying so gives us an;opportunity to preach from a text vital enough, but 
seldom invoked. 

Throughout Georgia the country bank, both state and private, has been 
one of the paramount. influences in advancing the welfare of agricylture, 
and those hundreds of thousands immediately and indirectly dependent upon 
agriculture. 

This institution has brought, almost to’ the door of the farmer, the 
financial facilities hitherto enjoyed only by the man in the city, and ac- 
corded to the’ rural citizens at much extra cost in money and time and 
convenience. 

With the evolution of industrial and commercial conditions in Georgia, 
however, the era arrived some twenty years ago when the old system of 
financing crops was too cumbersome, old-fashioned and inefficient to han- 
dle our staple products in orderly manner. 

It was then that the country bank developed its distinguishing functions, 
increasing in number, volume and streagth, until today it is to be questioned 
if any other state of the south, save perhaps Texas, only, can boast the 
progress shown by Georgia. 

There is no man remotely familiar with conditions in the country but 
knows thoroughly the splendid assistance the country bank is to the farmer 
in marketing, holding and planning his crop, and in mznaging his personal 
business affairs.

Discussing the subject of the proposed inereased rates on magazines, 
The Fourth Estate says: - 


The publishers will ask that there be an investigation of the con- 
tracts between the railroads and the postoffice department, as they be- 
lieve the mail matter can be much more economically handled than at 
present. It is their idea that the xpress companies will transport 
magazines at anywhere from .one to two or three cents a pound, ac- 
cording to distance. ; 


If the express companies transport magazines at the rates quoted in 
the foregoing, and make money at it, as they evidently do, it would seem 
to lend color to the charge that they do not have to pay the railroads as 
much per ton per mile, or whatever may be the unit of transportation 
charge, as does the government for the transportation of the mails. 

But why should congress wait for the publishers to ask for an™inves- 
tigatlon_of this ‘sort? ' 

It is a question in which not alone the publishers, but the whole pub- 
lic, is interested. 

It is the people who pay the bills, and if the railroads charge the 
government 50 to 100 per cent more for transporting 1,000 pounds of mail 
1,000 miles, than they charge an express company for hauling a similar 
weight of freight the same distance, the people are entitled to know it, 
and to know the why and wherefore of it. 

There is no objection to the government making such charge for postal 
service as is necessary to meet the actual expenses of the department, 
economically administered. 

But when the charge is widely and persistently made that the gov- 
ernment is paying too much, in comparison with what is charged others for 
Similar service, it ought to be investigated and sucn action taken as the 
circumstances warrant. 

Discussing the proposal to increase the rate on magazines, Victor F. 
Lawson, proprietor of The Chicago Daily News, says: 


Magazines as a class are hauled so long a distance that TY believe 
they should pay 4 higher postage rate than publications which are 
transported a shorter distance. I do not believe, however, that an 
Increased rate should be put into effect watil a thorough investigation 
as to the cost of the railroads in transporting the mails has been made. 
It should first be determined whether railroads are receiving too much 
money for the service. 


The comment of Editor Josephus Daniels, of The Charlotte News and 
Observer, is along similar lines: 


If the president will use his influence and compel reduction of ex- 
cessive prices paid to railroads for carrying the mails and frown upon 
subsidies, there will be no need to increase rates fo postage on legiti- 
mate magazines, All others should be excluded. 


In these comments may be found the gist of the whole proposition. 

First find. out whether the service is being properly and economically 
administered; that is, whether or not the expenses of it are greater than 
they should be. 

If they are, there should be revision and reduction; if not, fhen it will 
be time enough to talk of increased rates.

The Country Banks. 


Editor Constitution: I have read 
nearly all of your editorials and other 
articles in your paper on the pros- 
perity of the south and notice one 
thing that has helped to bring on this 
prosperity has been overlooked, and 
that is the country banker. 

If there were no country banks 
money matters would be tight during 
the cotton season, as they were nearly 
always before we had them. 

Now, with banks all over the state 
our farmers have confidence in their 
home banks. When they sell cotton, 
after paying debts, what surplus 
money is left is deposited with the 
home bank. If there were no home 
bank this surplus money would be 
carried home and put out of circula- 
tion. The country bankers deposits 
this surplus money in some city bank 
as well as all deposits from country 
merchants. This keeps all the money 
paid out for cotton and other farm 
products in circulation. 

lk am sorry that the banks of’ At- 
lanta, the only banks of any city in 
the state, have combined and are 
sending out through the clearing 
house association all items on country 
banks for collection and demanding 
that they remit for a less rate of ex- 
change than charged heretofore. When 
the country banks’ refuse to remit at 
the rate of exchange ‘demanded the 
clearing house sends these items out 
through the express company fer col- 
lection. 

Why should not country banks get 
together and suggest a rate of -ex- 
change they are willing to remit for 
their items to the clearing house? 
Then if the clearing house is got will- 
ing to accept the rate of exchange 
offered by the country banks, the 
country banks have a recourse, if they 
will use it.

I say it is too low; at 
least the farmer gets too little for his 
produce. I am safe in saying that this 
is the first time in the history of this 
country that the farmer is getting any- 
thine near what he should get for his 
produce; there is no getting around it.

Last year the city proceeded to eon- 
demn the corner mentioned for the 
purpose of widening Edgewood avenue 
at a point which is very narrow, and 
where the sidewalk encroaches upon 
the street so as to make the crossing 
very dangerous. The city promised to 
widen the avenue at this point several 
years ago, when the Equitable building 
was erected, but after some steps 
abandoned the matter when an 
injunction went against the city in the 
courts. This injunction was on a tech- 
nicality. 

Mr. Hurt’s Liberal Offer. 

The matter again came before the 
public, and was taken up by the mayor 
and general council when there was a 
demand for the widening of Gilmer 
street, where it intersects with Ivy 
Street and Edgewood avenue. A corner 
of a lot was wanted in order to make 
Gilmer street a good drive to the Au- 
ditorium-Armory. Joe! Hurt, who 
owned the lot in question, came for- 
ward with a most liberal offer. He 
said he was willing to give the corner 
for the widening of Gilmer street, with- 
out a cent of cost to the city if the 
city would carry out its old agreement 
and widen Edgewood avenue at the 
corner of Pryor street. The offer was 
so fair and liberal that the genera! 
council immediately accepted it, and 
proceeded to condemn the corner of 
Kadgewood avenue and Pryor street. No 
sooner was the project started than 
the heirs to the Austell estate, through 
their attorneys, once again sought to 
Stop the public improvement by an- 
other injunction suit. This ease is th:

My advice to all farmers don't 
raise too much of one thing, but get a 
good price for what you do raise. If 
the city man thinks it too high, you 
watch him try to make it cheaper, and 
then you will be convinced that you 
sell everything too cheap. 

Why has so much been said about 
g0od roads in the past year? IT have 
heard farmers say all my life, they 
wanted good roads. Did they get them, 
or are they getting them today, where 
no automobiles have been, or where 
they don’t care to go regularly? You 
can tell where the city people stand, 
if you will look at the county officers. 
You will find all the good offices held 
by city men. Again, you will hear and 
see salaries advanced if possible, and 
more offices. Does the country man do 
this? I do pot know how it is at other 
places, but. if other places are as 
anxious for offices as here, I think 
salaries should be cut in two, as near 
the middle as possible. 

I don’t think country produce is high 
enough. Cotton mills say they are 
making no money because the price of 
cotton is too high. Go to the merchant 
and buy a pair of socks. They call 
them lisle, but they are nothing but 
cotton, and are 50c a pair. Place them 
on the scales until you get a pound; 
your eyes will open. Socksat 10ca pair 
will not last ten hours without a hole; 
they are undoubtedly made out of 
linters, Put the market test to these 
and then ask the Mr. Manufacturer if 
cotton, is. too high. There is a profit 
somewhere, and [ don't think it will

How many farmers have a reputation 
good enough to walk into a grocery 
store and say to the boss, “I have 10 
dezen eggs, 20 pounds butter, 15 pounds 
sausage and 10 bushels of potatoes,” 
and have these weights accepted?

A. F. Acland-Hood, the chief unlonist 
whip, who retained his seat for the 
west divison of Somersetshire. 

Among those defeated were Sir C. D. 
Rose, who failed of reelection in the 
eastern division of Cambridgeshire, 
and F. H. Newnes, the newspaper 
proprietor, who previously held the 
seat for the northern, or Bassetlaw, 
division of Nottinghamshire for the 
liberals. 

The elections will continue through- 
out the week, but the chances of the 
unionists obtaining a majority, or of 
the liberals securing enough seats to 
render them independent of the labor- 
ites and nationalists have now disap- 
peared, and it becomes a most inter- 
esting question as to how the liberal 
government is going to meet the diffi- 
cult task before it. 

To Go After the Lords. 

Various measures are expected to be 
promised in the king’s speech, includ- 


ine Welsh disestablishment, unem- 
ployment insurance, as recently de- 
tailed by Winston Spencer-Churchilil, 


and the veto of the house of lords. 
The veto question will be the first to 
be taken up, after the address in reply 
to the king’s speech is disposed of. 

According to a rumor from a re- 
liable source tonight Premier Asquith’s 
present idea is only to propose that 
the housé of lords be deprived of the 
power of vetoing financial bills, but it 
is practically certain that such a re- 
stricted measure will not satisfy the 
nationalists to say nothing of the rad- 
icals, and unless the government pro- 
poses to limit the lords’ veto on all 
legislation, it is exceedingly likely 
that there will be a split in the liberal 
ranks. 


No Half-Way Measures. 

Chancellor Lloyd-George speaking at 
Stourbridge tonight, seemed to have 
some notion of this kind in his mind. 
He said that the election had been 
won by a bold, strong policy, and 
if the liberal leaders now listened to 
the counsels of timidity and faintheart-

I asked John T. Oglesby, «a 
former citizen of McDonough, but now 
living in Atlanta, if anything is doing 
down in Henry county. 

Being one of the best informed men 
in the state and specially intelligent 
when it cemes to his section, he re- 
plied: 

“Well, I should say so. Henry is one 
of the very best, up-to-date counties in 
Georgia.

The McDonough 
city schools, having 300 students, in 
charge of Professor Green, are attract- 
ing attention, not only at home, but 


abroad.

“But she stands today the equal, if 
mot the superior, of any litth city in 
Georgia. It is a get-up-and-go-yonder 
proposition with the pushing people of 
Hampton. 

“Other little towns,” said he, “like 
Stockbridge, Flippen, and some coun- 
try towns, are going right ahead.” 

“As to roads, Mr. Oglesby?’ 

“Why, Henry county is in the fore- 
front in road building. The convict 
System, in charge of Captain Hackney, 
has proved to be a great success. Cap- 
tain Hackney is a Fleyd county man. 
with large experience as a road build- 
er, and undér his supervision Henry 
county is now building the best roads 
of almost any county in Georgia. In 
the past year he has graded about 30 
miles of road, and the automobiles from 
all sections often go out of their way 
in order to ride over Captain Hack- 
ney’s well-built roads.”

So Counsel for the New 


York World Argues. 


In Asking Dismissal of Indict- 
ment,! Nicoll Quotes President 
Buchanan to Show. Congress 
Has No Power to Pass a Libel 


Law. 


New York, January 25.—"' James 
Buchanan was a pretty good lawyer, a 
much better lawyer than president,” 
said Judge Hough, in the United States 
district court today, in commenting 
upon the argument of Delancey Nicoll, 
counsel for the defense in the Panama 
libel case. Mr. Nicoll’s motion was to 
dismiss the indictment charging The 
New York World with criminal libel 
against President Taft, Theodore 
Roosevelt and others, in connection 
with the purchase of the Panama canal. 

In supporting his motion, Mr. Nicoll 
rehearsed the history of libel prosecu- 
tions from colonial times down to the 
present day, quoting President Buch- 
anan as authority for his contention 
that congress had no right to pass a 
libel law, and citing the classic case In 
which Thomas Jefferson appeared as 
ccmplainant and Alexander Hamilton 
as counsel. The following five counts 
were his basis of argument: 

1. The court has no jurisdiction be- 
cause there is no United States statute 
covering the case. 

2. The act of 1898 does not apply as 
disclosed by the proceedings. 

3. If the act of 1898 could be con- 
strued, then the act is unconstitutional. 

4. The offense charged in the indict- 
ment, if there was an offense, was com. 
mitted in the state of New York, and 
is punishable under the laws of that 
state. 

5. The defendant, as a corporation, 
is incapable of being charged with the 
offense set forth in the indictment. 

Mr. Nicoll had not completed his ar- 
gument when court adjourned until to- 
morrow. A curious crowd filled the 
courtroom today, many of whom ex- 
pected to see President Taft, Charles P. 
Taft, Douglass Robinson or William 
Nelson Cromwell, of the complainants.

COTTON MADE RALLY 
LATE IN THE SESSION 


During Early Trading, Market 
Was Weak and Unsettled. 
| ~ Close Was Steady. 


New York, January 25.—The cotton 
market was weak and unsettled dur- 
ing today's earlier trading, but after a 
sharp break had an almost equally 
shary rally, with the close steady, net 
wnehanged to 8 points higher. 

The Opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 6@13 points, in respcnse to 
better cables, with March contracts 
selling 14.25 and May at 14.27 on the 
call. During the early trading Liver- 
pool buying helped to sustain the mar- 
ket, but there was a good deal of Wall 
Street selling attributed to the weak- 
ness of the stock market and local bear 
pressure which seemed to reflect a 
feeling in professional speculative cir- 
¢les that the agitation against high 
priced commodities and the talk of leg- 
islative action against exchanges would 
be followed by generally lower prices. 
At first, this selling made compara- 
tively little impression, but as prices 
worked off stop loss orders were un- 
covered, and during the early after- 
noon March contracts sold at 13.90 and 
May at 14.01, or 36 to 36 points below 
the high level of the morning, and at 
a net decline of about 22@25 points on 
the active months. After the execution 
of stop orders, pressure to sell was 
less urgent, and the market, in the 
later trading, rallied sharply from the 
lowest on covering and trade support, 
accompanied by an improvement in the 
stock market and reports of a better 
spot demand in the country. Compara- 
tively little news reached the trade 
from the interior spot market, but 
such wires a8 were received reported 
very little cotton offerings, and the 
scuthern spot markets officially re- 
perted early were nominally unchanged 
with the exception of 1 point, which 
reported a decline of 4c. Local statis- 
ticians are predicting a very bullish 
week-end showing an@ a decrease in 
the visible supply of American cotton 
for the week comparing with an in- 
crease for the same week last year, 
but bearish operators are looking for- 
ward to reports of inereased acreage 
amd a generous use of fertilizer this 
siring.

Stocks, After a Bay of Heavy 
_ Liquidation, Close at About 
? the Lowest. 


New York, January 26.—The drastic 
liquidation which was renewed in the 
stock mark@ today forced prices to 
the lowest level since the crest of the 
speculative wave was touched in Au- 
Eust of last year, and, consequently, 
since early in the year 1898 in the 
course of the rise~which began at that 
period. Declines overnight ran be- 
3 and 7 points in a majority of the ac- 
tive issues with, however, some con- 
sricuous exceptions The exceptions 
were significant as being amongst 
stocks where effective liquidation has 
already occurred, or which have been 
free from speculative excesses during 
the past few months. Instances were 
found in the Hill Pacifics and in the 
eastern trunk lines, in which stocks 
had been persistently marketed in the 
pcriod preceding the present season of 
urgent pressure. The speculative 
character of the holdings which were 
being forced on the market wag indi- 
cated by the distinction between those 
mentioned and the exceedingly active 
speculativestocks which were most se- 
Vérely nandled in the day's market. 
The case was aggravated where there 
hag been any previous evidence of ma- 
nipulation 6f active operations by mar- 
“ket pools. The burden of discussion 
ir: stock market quarters was all of 
the danger frem threatened collision 
of corporations with the law and with 
the activities of the government au- 
theritles at Washington.
